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RJ^iPORT  from  our  chairnan,  Helva  J.  l>i/yer,  on  the  Art  Libraries  Conmittee  meetings 
in  V/innipeg,  June  23-24,1974: 

This  issue  of  our  Nev;sletter  includes  a  copy  of  the  annual  report 
submitted  to  CAoLIS  and  also  the  minutes  of  the  business  meeting.  Both  may  appear 
in  AGOii/i  in  the  near  future,  but  for  those  who  are  not  CASLI3  members,  vje  are 
including  both  items  here* 

The  program  at  Winnipeg  was  the  most  successful  we  have  had  to  date, 
I  feel  sure  that  those  in  attendance  at  any  or  all  of  the  sessions  enjoyed  them- 
selves and  learnt  something  as  well,  Most  of  the  success  was  due  to  Peter  Anthony, 
our  energetic  local  arrangements  chairman. 

The  first  session  held  at  the  North  Star  Inn,  Sunday,  June  23rd,  opened 
with  the  business  meeting.  Kelva  Dwyer,  chairman,  v/elcomed  those  present  and 
announced  that  there  was  a  suite  in  the  hotel  where  a-|  1  would  be  v/elcome  each  evening. 
The  suite  proved  Yery   popular  with  the  art  librarians  who  were  able  to  find  time  to 
drop  in.  Problems  were  discussed  in  an  informal  atmosphere  and  friendships  were 
strengthened. 

Judith  Koffberg,  founder  of  ARLIS/IJA,  presently  acting  Executive  Secretary 
and  Editor  of  the  Newsletter,  was  first  speaker.  Her  topic,  the  preservation  of 
non-book  art  library  materials,  proved  most  interesting  and  useful  as  she 
included  information  about  storage  boxes,  papers  and  glues  etc.  A  bibliography  of 
articles  on  the  subject  was  handed  out.  Those  items  considered  as  the  most 
important  were  identified  and  are  listed  below  this  article. 

The  second  speaker  at  the  Sunday  session  v^as  Kenneth  Chamberlain,  Art 
Reference  Librarian,  Architecture  and  Fine  Arts  Library,  University  of  Manitoba, 
Ken  was  formerly  on  the  faculty  of  the  art  history  department  of  the  University  of 
Guelph  so  comes  to  us  with  a  broad  spectrum  of  experience.  His  topic,  New  Audiovisual 
Media  -  implications  for  art  departments  of  academic,  museum  and  public  libraries, 
presented  some  interesting  facts  about  the  latest  in  video,  tapes,  microfiche,  etc. 
He  urged  us  to  become  aware  of  these  develODments  so  that  we  can  utilise  and  make 
available  to  our  patrons  the  new  media  whenever  possible. 

On  Monday,  June  24,  the  program  was  held  at  the  V/innipeg  Art  Gallery 
beginrdng  at  10  A,M,  Professor  William  Kirby  of  the  University  of  Manitoba  and 
also  curator  of  modem  art,  Winnipeg  Art  Gallery,  gave  a  most  interesting  slide 
presentation  and  lecture  on  the  Contem-norary  Prairie  Art  Scene,  3veryone  present 
enjoyed  Professor  Kirby 's  portion  of  the  proriram, 

Follovring  this  lecture,  ve   were  at  liberty  to  wander  through  the  main 
gallery  and  enjoy  the  various  displays.  We  found  ourselves  in  a  most  exciting 
new  building  constructed  on  a  trianf;ular  piece  of  land  in  the  heart  of  downtovm 
Winnipeg,  The  architect  had  utilized  the  shape  of  the  land  to  produce  interesting 
spaces  which  the  gallery  curators  are  complementing  by  a  v;ise  arrangement  of  displays. 
The  collection  of  Eskimo  sculpture  was  particularly  exciting.   Our  lunch  was 
courtesy  of  Dr.  Ferdinand  Eckhardt,  director  of  the  Gallery,  and  was  thoroughly 
enjoyed  by  the  thirty  in  attendance. 

The  afternoon  session  was  again  held  in  the  gallery*s  lecture  room  with 
Judith  Koffberg  spenlcin,;  to  us  about  internationel  art  library  organizations  and 
AHLls/iJA  in  particular. 

The  formal  program  v;as  completed  with  a  slide  lecture  by  Dena  Dec tor, 
lecturer  for  the  Winnipeg  Art  Gallery  Education  Depj.rtinent,   Her  to~^ic  was 
IirUIT  (jiskimo)  sculpture  and  nrovi;d  most  interesting  as  she  showed  slides  of  many  of 
the  pioces  from  the  Gallery's  collection  and  told  us  about  the  artists  involved 
in  their  production. 
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Tho  husinens  nee tinf^, adjourned  the  previous  day,  completed  the  session  - 
the  end  of  a  most  successful  two  days  proeram. 

Betv;een  thirty  end  thirty-five  members  of  GLA  attended  all  of  our  sessions 
except  tho  final  business  meeting.  This  response  was  most  fjratifying  to  the  local 
arrantf^eiaents  chairman  and  myself.  Our  speakers  felt  that  thoy  had  an  audience 
of  enthusiastic  listeners  as  they  were  frequently  plied  with  questions. 

Next  year  GLA  and  the  Art  Libraries  Committee  meet  in  Toronto,   I  look 
forv;ard  to  an  equally  successful  pro^jram  to  be  arranged  for  us  by  Mrs,  Silvia 
Prii ,  Fine  Arts  Librarian,  Toronto  Public  Libraries,  Silvia  has  assured  me  that 
exciting:  meetinf]:s  are  a  foregone  conclusion  in  the  midst  of  Toronto's  wealth  of 
resources. 

From  this  report,  I  am  sure  that  those  of  you  who  were  unable  to  be  with 
us  at  V/innipe.5  now  v;ish  that  you  could  have  been  present.   Peter  Anthony  proved 
an  incomparable  host  as  he  not  only  maintained  the  supplies  in  our  hos-oitality 
suite,  but  also  arranged  tours  of  the  Architecture  and  Fine  Arts  Library  for  anyone 
vfishing  to  see  it.  On  top  of  the  program  he  provided,  this  was  overi'^helming  and 
I  can  only  say" thank  you  Peter"  once  more*
